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OB 
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The  Bishop  is  to  be  received  at  the  entrance  of  the  Church  by  the  Church-wardens  and  Vestry- 
men, or  some  other  Persons  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  Bishop  and  the  Clergy  who  are 
present,  shall  go  up  the  aisle  of  the  Chuich,  to  the  Communion  Table,  repeating  the  24tfe 
Psalm  alternately,  the  Bishop  one  verse,  and  the  Clergy  another. 

Psalm  xxiv. 

1  The  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  all  that  therein  is  :  the  com- 
pass of  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

2  For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas,  and  prepared  it 
upon  the  floods. 

3  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord,  or  who  shall 
rise  up  in  his  holy  place  ? 

4  Even  he  that  hath  clean  hands  and  a  pure  heart ;  and 
that  hath  not  lift  up  his  mind  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  to  deceive 
his  neighbour. 

3  He  shall  receive  the  blessing  from  the  Lord,  and  right- 
eousness from  the  God  of  his  salvation. 

6  This  is  the  generation  of  them  that  seek  him ;  even  of 
them  that  seek  thy  face,  O  Jacob. 

7  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates  ;  and  be  ye  lift  up,  ye 
everlasting  doors  :  and  the  King  of  Glory  shall  come  in. 

8  Who  is  the  King  of  Glory  ?  it  is  the  Lord  strong  and 
mighty,  even  the  Lord  mighty  in  battle. 

9  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates  ;  and  be  ye  lift  up,  ye 
everlasting  doors :  and  the  King  of  Glory  shall  come  in. 

10  Who  is  the  King  of  Glory  ?  even  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  he 
is  the  King  of  Glory. 

The  Birfiop  shall  go  within  the  rails,  Aviihsuch  of  the  Clergy  as  can  be  there  accommodated. 
The  Bishop,  sitting  in  his  chair,  shall  have  the  instruments  of  donation  and  endowment,  if  there 
be  any,  presented  to  him,  and  then  standing  up,  and  turning  to  the  Congregation,  shall  say, 

Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord  ;  forasmuch  as  devout  and  holy 
men,  as  well  under  the  law  as  under  the  gospel,  moved  either 
by  the  express  command  of  God,  or  by  the  secret  inspiration 


of  the  blessed  Spirit,  and  acting  agreeably  to  their  own  reason 
and  sense  of  the  natural  decency  of  things,  have  erected  houses 
for  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  separated  them  from  all 
unhallowed,  worldh*,  and  common  uses,  in  order  to  fill  men's 
minds  with  greater  reverence  for  his  glorious  Majesty,  and 
affect  their  hearts  with  more  devotion  and  humihty  in  his  ser- 
vice ;  which  pious  works  have  been  approved  of  and  gracious- 
ly accepted  by  our  heavenly  Father :  Let  us  not  doubt  but  - 
that  he  will  also  favourably  approve  our  godly  purpose  of  set- 
ting apart  this  place  in  solemn  manner,  for  the  performance  of 
the  several  offices  of  religious  worship,  and  let  us  faithfully 
and  devoutly  beg  his  blessing  on  this  our  undertaking. 


Then  the  Bishop,  kneeling,  shall  say  the  following  Prayer. 

O  Eternal  God,  mighty  in  power  and  of  majesty  incompre- 
hensible, whom  the  heaven  of  heavens  cannot  contain,  much 
less  the  walls  of  temples  made  with  hands ;  and  who  yet  hast 
been  graciously  pleased  to  promise  thy  especial  presence, 
"wherever  two  or  three  of  thy  faithful  servants  shall  assemble 
in  thy  name  to  offer  up  their  praises  and  supplications  unto 
thee  ;  vouchsafe,  O  Lord,  to  be  present  with  us,  who  are  here 
gathered  together,  with  all  humility  and  readiness  of  heart,  to 
consecrate  this  place  to  the  honour  of  thy  great  name  ;  separ- 
ating it  henceforth  from  all  unhallowed,  ordinary  and  common 
uses,  and  dedicating  it  to  thy  service,  for  reading  thy  holy 
word,  for  celebrating  thy  holy  sacraments,  for  offering  to  thy 
glorious  Majesty  the  sacrifices  of  prayer  and  thanksgiving,  for 
blessing  thy  people  in  thy  name,  and  to  the  performance  of  all 
other  holy  offices,  accept,  O  Lord,  this  service  at  our  hands, 
and  bless  it  with  such  success  as  may  tend  most  to  thy  glory, 
and  the  furtherance  of  our  happiness  both  temporal  and  spirit- 
ual, through  Jesus  Christ  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour.  Amen, 


After  this  the  Bishop  shall  stand  up,  and  turning  his  face  towards  the  Congregation,  shall  say, 

Regard,  O  Lord,^the  supplications  of  thy  servants,  and  grant 
that  whosoever  shall  be  dedicated  to  thee  in  this  house  by 
Baptism,  may  be  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  delivered  from 
thy  wrath  and  eternal  death,  and  received  as  a  living  member 
of  Christ's  Church,  and  may  ever  remain  in  the  number  of  thy 
faithful  children.  Amen. 

Grant,  O  Lord,  that  they  w^ho  at  this  place  shall  in  their 
own  persons  renew  the  promises  and  vows  which  they  made, 
or  which  were  made  for  them  by  their  sureties  at  their  Bap- 
tism, and  thereupon  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  may 
receive  such  a  measure  of  thy  holy  Spirit,  that  they  may  be 
enabled  faithfully  to  fulfil  the  same,  and  grow  in  grace  unto 
their  lives'  end.  Amen,

Grant,  O  Lord,  that  whosoever  shall  receive  in  this  place 
the  blessed  Sacrament  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  may 
come  to  that  holy  ordinance  with  faith,  chanty,  and  true  re- 
pentance ;  and  being  filled  with  thy  grace  and  heavenly  bene- 
diction, m.ay,  to  their  great  and  endless  comfort,  obtain  re- 
mission of  their  sins, and  all  other  benefits  of  his  passion.  Amen» 

Grant,  O  Lord,  that  by  thy  holy  word  which  shall  be  read 
and  preached  in  this  place,  and  by  thy  holy  Spirit  grafting  it 
inwardly  in  the  heart,  the  hearers  thereof  may  both  perceive 
and  know  what  things  they  ouglit  to  do,  and  may  have  power 
and  strength  to  fulfil  the  same.  Amen, 

Grant,  O  Lord,  that  whosoever  shall  be  joined  together  in 
this  place  in  the  holy  estate  of  matrimony,  may  faithfully  per- 
form and  keep  the  vow  and  covenant  between  them  made,  and 
may  remain  in  perfect  love  together  unto  their  lives' "end. 
Amen, 

Grant,  we  beseech  thee,  blessed  Lord,  that  w^hosoever  shall 
draw  near  to  thee  in  this  place,  to  give  thee  thanks  for  the 
benefits  which  they  have  received  at  thy  hands,  to  set  forth 
thy  most  worthy  praise,  to  confess  their  sins  imto  thee,  and  to 
ask  such  things  as  are  requisite  and  necessary  as  w^ell  for  the 
body  as  for  the  soul,  may  do  it  with  such  steadiness  of  faith, 
and  with  such  seriousness,  affection,  and  devotion  of  mind, 
that  thou  mayest  accept  their  bounden  duty  and  service,  and 
vouchsafe  to  give  whatever  in  thy  infinite  wisdom  thou  shalt 
see  to  be  most  expedient  for  them  :  all  which  we  beg  for  Jesua 
Christ's  sake  our  most  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour.  Amen, 


ITien  the  Bishop  sitting  in  his  chair,  the  sentence  of  Conseci-ation  is  to  be  read  by  some  person 
appointed  by  him,  and  then  laid  by  him  upon  the  Communion  Table,  after  which  the  Bishop 
shall  say, 

Blessed  be  thy  name,  O,  Lord,  that  it  hath  pleased  thee  to 
put  it  into  the  hearts  of  thy  servants,  to  appropriate  and  de- 
vote this  house  to  thy  honour  and  worship  ;  and  grant  that  all 
w^io  shall  enjoy  the  benefit  of  this  pious  work,  may  show  forth 
their  thankfulness,  by  making  a  right  use  of  it,  to  the  glory  of 
thy  blessed  name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen,^ 

After  tliis  the  Jlinister  appointed  is  to  read  the  service  for  the  day. 

MORNING  SERVICE. 

From  the  rising  of  the  sun  even  unto  the  going  down  of  the 
same,  my  name  shall  be  great  among  the  Gentiles  ;  and  in  eve- 
ry place  incense  shall  be  offered  unto  my  name,  and  a  pure 
offering  ;  for  my  name  shall  be  great  among  the  heathen,  saith 
the  Lord  of  hosts.

The  sacrifices  of  God  are  a  broken  spirit ;  a  broken  and  a.

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Then  the  IMinister  shall  say, 

Dearly  beloved  brethren,  the  scripture  moveth  us  in  sundiy 
places,  to  acknowledge  and  confess  our  manifold  sins  and 
wickedness,  and  that  we  should  not  dissemble  nor  cloak  them 
before  the  face  of  Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  but 
confess  them  with  an  humble,  lowly,  penitent,  and  obedient 
heart ;  to  the  end  that  we  may  obtain  forgiveness  of  the  same, 
by  his  infinite  goodness  and  mercy.  And  although  we  ought, 
at  all  times,  humbly  to  acknowledge  our  sins  before  God ;  yet 
ought  we  chiefly  so  to  do,when  we  assemble  and  meet  together, 
to  render  thanks  for  the  great  benefits  that  we  have  received  at 
his  hands,  to  set  forth  his  most  worthy  praise,  to  hear  his  most 
holy  word  and  to  ask  those  things  which  are  requisite  and 
necessary,  as  well  for  the  body  as  the  soul.  Wherefore,  I 
pray  and  beseech  you,  as  many  as  are  here  present,  to  accom- 
pany me,  with  a  pure  heart  and  humble  voice,  unto  the  throne 
of  the  heavenly  grace,  saying — • 


A  general  Confession,  to  be  said  by  the  whole  congregation  after  the  Minister,  all  kneeling. 

Almighty  and  most  merciful  Father  ;  We  have  erred  and 
strayed  from  thy  ways  like  lost  sheep.  We  have  followed  too 
much  the  devices  and  desires  of  our  own  hearts.  We  have 
offended  against  thy  holy  laws.  We  have  left  undone  those 
things  which  we  ought  to  have  done  ;  And  we  have  done  those 
things  which  we  ought  not  to  have  done  :  And  there  is  no 
health  in  us.  But  thou,  O  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  miser- 
able offenders.  Spare  thou  those,  O  God,  who  confess  their 
faults.  Restore  thou  those  who  are  penitent ;  According  to 
thy  promises  declared  unto  mankind,in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 
And  grant,  O  most  merciful  Father,  for  his  sake  ;  That  we 
may  hereafter  live  a  godly,  righteous,  and  sober  hfe  ;  To  the 
glory  of  thy  holy  Name.  Amen, 


The  Declaration  of  Absolution,  or  Remission  of  Sins  ;  to  be  made  by  the  Priest  alone,  standing  ; 
the  People  still  kneeling. 

Almighty  God.  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
desireth  not  the  death  of  a  sinner,  but  rather  that  he  may  turn 
from  his  wickedness  and  live,  hath  given  power  and  command- 
ment to  his  Ministers  to  declare  and  pronounce  to  his  People, 
being  penitent,  the  Absolution  and  Remission  of  their  sins. 
He  pardoneth  and  absolvetli  all  those  who  truly  repent,  and 
unfeignedly  believe  his  holy  Gospel.  Wherefore,  let  us  be- 
seech him  to  grant  us  true  repentance,  and  his  Holy  Spirit ; 
that  those  things  may  please  him  which  we  do  at  this  present, 
and  that  the  rest  of  our  life  hereafter  may  be  pure  and  holy  ;

The  People  shall  answer  h^rs,  and  at  the  end  of  ereiy  Prayer,  Amen. 
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Then  the  Minister  shall  kneel,  and  say  the  Lord's  Prayer :  the  People  still  kneeling,  and  repeat- 
ing it  with  him,  both  here,  and  wheresoever  else  it  is  used  in  Divine  Service. 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name  ; 
Thy  Kingdom  come  ;  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in 
Heaven  ;  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread  ;  and  forgive  us  our 
trespasses,  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us  ;  And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation  ;  But  deliver  us  from  evil  :  For 
thine  is  the  Kingdom,  and  the  Power,  and  the  Glory,  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen, 

Then  likewise  he  shall  say, 
O  Lord,  open  thou  our  lips  ; 
Ans,  And  our  mouth  shall  show  forth  thy  praise. 

Here  all,  standing  up,  the  Minister  shall  say, 
Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the  Holy 
Ghost  ; 

Ans,  As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be, 
world  without  end. 

Min,  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Ans.  The  Lord's  name  be  praised. 


Then  shall  be  said  or  sung  the  following  Anthem :

O  come,  let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord,  let  us  heartily  rejoice  in 
the  strength  of  our  salvation. 

Let  us  come  before  his  presence  with  thanksgiving,  and  show 
ourselves  glad  in  him  with  psalms. 

For  the  Lord  is  a  great  God,  and  a  great  King  above  all 
gods. 

In  his  hand  are  all  the  corners  of  the  earth ;  and  the  strength 
of  the  hills  is  his  also.

13  If  thy  children  will  keep  my  covenant,  and  my  testimo- 
nies that  I  shall  learn  them  ;  their  children  also  shall  sit  upon 
thy  seat  for  evermore. 

14  For  the  Lord  hath  chosen  Sion  to  be  an  habitation  for 
himself  :  he  hath  longed  for  her.

19  As  for  his  enemies,  I  shall  clothe  them  with  shame  ;  but 
upon  himself  shall  his  crown  flourish. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the  Holy- 
Ghost  ; 

Ans,  As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be, 
world  without  end.
